The labor leaders will try to 


sell this point of view to Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
and other administration offi- 
cials scheduled to speak to 
AFL-CIO leaders at their meet- 
Ings here next week. 


The AFL-CIO's concern goes 


far beyond the tax bill itself. 
The labor leaders are worried 
about Mills' demands for big 
budget cuts in federal welfare 
programs In exchange for act- 
ing on the tax measure. 


"He's trying to undo every- 


thing Franklin D. Roosevelt 
did," the AFL-CIO source said 
in voicing concern that Con- 
gress might cut spending for ed- 
ucation, health and housing pro- 
grams If Mills gets his way.

$3.5 Billion 
Dollar Drain 
From U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Commerce 
Department today 


pinpointed the U.S. dollar drain 
last year at $3.57 billion—the 
largest since I960—and blamed 
a deteriorating trade picture 
and devaluation of the British 
pound for most of worsening. 


It said the deficit between 


money spent in other countries 
by Americans and what foreign- 
ers spent here reached $1.83 bil- 
lion in the fourth quarter of last 
year— more than the first three 
quarters combined. 


The Johnson Administration 


has already announced a bal- 
ance of payments program de- 
signed to slice $3 billion from : 
the deficit this year but today 
was the first time the exact fig- 
ures had been published.

by the British government of its 
assets to defend the pound late 
in the year.

tridge, insert it in a television 
set and see a movie they have 
selected, at a time that is con- 
venient to them. 


Today, Dr. Peter C. Gold- 


mark, president of CBS Labo- 
ratories, has developed EVR 
(Electronic Video Recording), 
which will make Felton's pre- 
diction a reality in the home 
•within 24 months. 


Home entertainment is in the 


throes of a revolution which 
makes the days when records 
went from 78 rpm to 45 and 
33Vb 
look as simple as a 


change from standard time to 
daylight savings. 


Today if you want to hear 


music you have a choice of: 
AM, FM or FM stereo radio, 
discs, reel to reel tapes, car- 
tridge tapes and cassettes. 
You can have a tape recorder 
to make your own recordings. 
You can have, if you have the 
money (revolutions are al- 
ways expensive), a video tape 
recorder which will, if you are 
out on the night a program 
you want to see is telecast, 
automatically make a copy of 
the program which you can 
play back through your tele- 
vision set. 


You can make your own 


movies the traditional way, 
with a movie camera. But you 
can also buy a tape camera to 
make pictures which can be 
played through the TV set. 


With the exception of the 


EVR system, not yet available 
to the public, all this is pos^ 
sible today if you have two 
things: the space to keep the 
components and the money to 


v ,how- 


ever, is * excellent. There is" 
greater fidelity and the life 
of the tape is said to be longer 
than that of a record. With 
proper equipment, reel-to-reel 
tapes will play back and forth 
on both tracks until you decide 
to shut them off. 


Possibly 
self-conscious of 


the many-splendorcd t h i n g 
that tape is, one company has 
devised a new look for record 
playing. A Seeburg home au- 
dio unit, which can cost up to 
$1,500, stores 50 records in Its 
player system and, with the 
use of a computerized mem- 
ory, can play both sides of one 
or any of them, without hu- 
man hands touching the re- 
cords (after their insertion). 


P o r t a b l e equipment has 


been refined nearly to the 
point of perfection. But per- 
haps the thing that has given 
the biggest boost to the tape 
industry is the installation of 
cartridge players in automo- 
biles. They 
offer 
excellent 


sound in cars, where the only 
sound before this came from 
an AM radio. 


But experts still feel that for 


simple home use, and the best 
sound, records are still the 
answer.

decision by the court throwing 
out a batch of obscenity convic- 
tions. In none of the cases," It 
went, "was there a claim that 
the statute In question reflected 
a specific and limited state con- 
cern for juveniles." 


A New York state law and a 


Dallas ordinance now before the 
court reflect this special con- 
cern. 


The New York law, enacted in 


1965, 
prohibits sale of "harm- 


ful" material to boys and girls 
under 17. And it attempts to set 
forth precisely the kind of "nu- 
dity" and "sexual conduct" that 
would appeal to an adolescent's 
"morbid interest." 


The Dallas ordinance, enacted 


the same year, gives a nine- 
member board of censors au- 
thority to classify 
movies as 


"not 
suitable for young per- 


sons." This means a youngster 
under 15 unless accompanied by 
parents or spouse.

years a total of 580 mwles have 
been so classified.
